in the senate. The latter, it was 
plain, much preferred the existing | 
neutrality law. | 

The measure-enacted by the | 
house would embargo shipments of | 
guns and ammunition to bellige- 
rents. Present law embargoes a 
longer list of items useful in wag- 
ing a war. The view expressed by 
the neutrality bloc was: 

“Why stay in session for weeks 
through the hot weather to pass 
a bill that is worse than what we. 
already have?” | 

Many legislators want to call it 
quits and go home. The dim pros-| 
petc of committee action on neu- 
trality, it was felt, would stimu- 
fate the adjournment movement. | 

If neutrality. were laid aside, 
only the administration’s new $3,- 
860,000,000 lending program 
would stand in the way of ad- 
journment.

Trooper Jones three months ago 


was charged with assault with in-| 


tent to murder Luther’ Herrin, 
Baldwin county farmer, in a war- 
rant sworn out by Herrin, whom 
Jones had charged with resisting 
arrest and illegal parking on a 
highway near Milledgeville, it was 
said. This case is also awaiting 
grand jury action. 

Daniel was killed when a troop- 
er fired at the tire of the car in 
which he was a passenger after 
a 90-mile-an-hour chase from 
Statham through Bogart. A cor- 
oner’s jury made no recommenda- 
tion on the case, and the father, 
J. L. Daniel Sr., swore out a war- 
rant before a justice of the peace. 

Driver Is Held. 

The driver of the car, Raymond 
T. Morgan, 27, also of Bogart, was 
charged with speeding and reck- 
less driving after passers-by on 


the highway confirmed Troopers |

that Morgan made two sudden 
stops and cut into the patrol car 
twice before he was halted. 

The bullet that killed Daniel 
was fired at a tire, Jones said, and 
was believed to have ricochetted 
from a rock lying in the road.

of Morgan's careering car and that 
it bore lead marks. The rock is in 
the possession of Clarke County 
Policeman Bill McKinnon, he 
said. 

Abit Nix, Athens lawyer, has 
been retained by Jones to repre- 
sent him, the commissioner added. 

In confirming the fact that 
Trooper Jones is the same. officer 
named in the Baldwin county 
warrant, Sullivan asserted Jones 
and his partner sought to move 
three cars they found parked on 
a highway near the state hospital 
at Milledgeville. Two drivers com- 
plied with Jones’ request but Her- 
rin would not, he said. 

Hit Him With Pistol. 

Herrin reached into the back 
seat as Jones remonstrated with 
him and the trooper struck him 
with the barrel of his pistol, said 
the commissioner. Herrin swore 


out the attempted murder warrant 


after Jones had charged him with 
resisting arrest and illegal park- 
ing, Sullivan declared.

The quail farm is situated on 
Briarcliff road, just east of the 
Fulton county line. 

Elliott said he learned that the 
state did not have title to the quail 
farm property when he sought to 
get a CCC camp located near the 
farm and could not do so because 
his department could present no 
title to the land. Last year the fed- 
eral government, through the 
WPA, spent approximately $20,000 
developing the farm.

The Living Fourth 

Today this nation celebrates the anniver- 
sary of its independence. July the Fourth, the 
day which has always, throughout the history 
of the republic, inspired fervent patriotic ex- 
pression and which has become symbolic of all 
for which American liberty stands. 

It might be well, on this Independence Day 
of 1939, to pause awhile and consider whether 
the present condition of the world and of the 
United States does not call for a new Decla- 
ration of Independence and a new dedication 
to those ideals upon which this nation was 
founded. 

The United States has come far since that 
July day in 1776 on which the principles of a 
new nation were given to a world in which 
men groped for freedom of conscience. Many 
of the heritages from that declaration have 
been lost. Others have been strengthened, 
while still others remain as solid as granite. 
That these last fundamentals may so remain 
should be the rededication of every citizen, 
every alien citizen-in-the-making, in our midst. 
That some which have, seemingly, been lost in 
the turmoil of the years be renewed should be 
pur hope. 

Too often have Americans forgotten their 
fiestiny as the guardians of the principles of 
human freedom. Too often has America yield- 
ed to the temptation to enact the role of 
Pharisee before a world which calls, pitifully, 
for a Good Samaritan. 

Too often have Americans neglected their 
duties as citizens, to vote and to take part in 
the proper conduct of their public affairs. Too 
many Americans have listened to the seductive 
song of the dispensers of hatred-for-profit and 
have thereby lost that tolerance for minorities 
which is a part of the nation’s heritage. 

It is but begging the issue to point to evils 
in other lands. That is but a paraphrase of 
the Biblical hypocrite who gave thanks that 
he was not as other men. It is the duty of 
Americans to never rest content until intoler- 
ance, persecution, denial of fundamental free- 
doms, corruption in high places and all the 
other undemocratic evils now rampant within 
the land, are wiped away. Until they are, de- 
mocracy has not fully worked, nor is the Dec- 
laration of Independence, in its complete glory, 
made living fact. 

Today, before the senate of the United 
States, there is heated debate upon the issue 
which takes form in the administration-sup- 
ported “neutrality bill.” That issue, resolved 
to its fundamentals, is whether this nation 
shall, regardless of moral responsibility, of in- 
ternational right or international obligation, 
remain aloof from all the rest of the world, 
whatever may come. Or whether she shall use 
the weight of her world influence, her world 
power, to seek to avert that debacle called war 
or revolution which; if it should come, would 
Sweep all nations before it into catastrophe. 

It is indisputable that democracy, human 
liberty, today stands at the cross-roads. at bay 
against the power of states forged around the 
will of a few selfish men. The principles of the 
Declaration, of Independence have yet to with- 
Stand their most serious world challenge. 

American democracy has Successfully met 
other challenges. It has, admittedly, fallen 
short of the ideals of the men who forged its 
foundations. But it has proved strong. And, it 
it can but inspire all Americans of today to the 
Same dedication to its cause as it did in the 
days of the founders, it can Successfully meet 
and triumph over the new challenge. 

Let us all, as true Americans, make this 
Fourth of July, 1939, not only an anniversary, 
but a day of rededication. Let us renew that 
pledge of 163 years ago, “And to the support 
of this declaration, with a firm reliance on the 
protection of Divine Providence, we mutually 
pledge to each other our Lives, our Fortunes 
and our Sacred Honor.”

Women’s Club Institute 
Members of organizations affiliated with 


the Georgia Federation of Women’s Clubs, 
from every corner of the state, will assemble 
in Athens on July 6-7 for the seventeenth ses- 
sion of the club. institute. The subject under 
discussion will be democracy and women’s part 
in it. 

The leader and main speaker of the occa- 
Sion will be Mrs. John L. Whitehurst, of Bal- 
timore, first vice president of the General Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs, a world-wide or- 
ganization with over 2,000,000 members. The 
theme of the program will be “Adjusting De- 
mocracy to Human Welfare” and Mrs. White- 
hurst’s address, “What Is Democracy?” will 
start the discussions. 

College professors, social workers, a woman 
lawyer, a minister and a member of the Amer- 
ican Legion, all leaders in their spheres, will 
take up the theme from such angles as poor 
housing, unemployment, inadequate health 
facilities, lack of religious training in the home 
and activities considered un-American. 

Without doubt much good will come out of 
the institute, particularly at this time, when 
democracy is undergoing the crucial test, not 
only in distant parts of the world, but in the 
United States. Public enlightenment on the 
important issues of the times, not the usual 
campaign angles which best fill the needs of 
a vast host of office-holders and office-seekers, 
is a work calculated to serve the interests of 
all the people. 

When the women of Georgia, and of the 
United States, enter into a serious study of 
democracy’s problems, it is a sign these prob- 
lems will soon be on the way to a satisfactory 
solution. But that seeming ever-present hu- 
man element in the public forum—the natural 
inclination to be swayed and influenced by 
factionalism and petty politics—should be ban- 
ished from the discussions. 


Value of Advertising 

Interesting statistics on advertising are 
contained in the report of the Twentieth Cen- 
tury Fund, a private research organization en- 
dowed by the late philanthropist-merchant, 
Edward A. Filene, of Boston. The report dis- 
closed that total expenditure for advertising 
in the United States amounts to less than three 
per cent of the aggregate sum paid by the ulti- 
mate consumer. 

A surprising fact uncovered by the re- 
searchers was the low per-unit cost of ad- 
vertising some of the most intensively publi- 
cized articles. For example, according to the 
report, the average advertising cost for cig- 
arets is little more than half a cent a package; 
cost of advertising a popular soft drink is given 
at less than 16-1000 of a cent for a nickel 
glass, and cost of advertising a standard break- 
fast food is given as 3-10 of a cent for a 15-cent 
package. 

As for the place of advertising as a social 
force, the report states: “Advertising is needed 
to educate the consumer to use new products, 
particularly those of a technically complex 
nature. Air conditioning, hydraulic brakes on 
motor cars, the importance of vitamins in diet 
have all been made familiar to the consumer 
through advertising.” Further, the _ report 
stated: “Advertising as a technique of selling 
is clearly necessary in the marketing of many 
kinds of goods. It is a useful selling method 
which, like other selling methods, can be used 
for bad as well as good ends. It may, and 
often does, make large-scale low-cost distri- 
bution possible. It may, and usually must, re- 
sult in maintaining standards of quality.”

Almost the entire responsibility for the 
smooth operation of business and personal af- 
fairs in the community—aside from personal 
contacts—will soon be left in the care of a 
handful of digits known, for the want of a 
better name, as a dial. 

For years jokesters have associated the 
sweet voice at the other end of the line—the 
voice which never got angry and never failed 
to add a polite “please”’—with the annoying 
circumstance known as the wrong number, But 
the individual who once made his call as if 
he had a hot potato in his mouth can no long- 
er illogically cuss the operator for connecting 
him with the pool room when he wanted to 
talk to his wife. Imagine the satisfaction to 
be had from swearing at a dial! 

There will be many regrets that television 
was not perfected in time to permit seeing the 
possessor of the ‘‘voice with a smile.” Although 
as long as memory lasts she will be associat- 
ed with wrong numbers, there will be some, 
among the elder generation, who prefer the 
old song “Hello, Central, Give Me Heaven” as 
a sentimental association more appropriate by 
which to remember her.

HOUSES AND AUTOMOBILES

American industrialists are pretty smart. And 
so are American promoters.

COHEN LIKE RECLUSE. WASHINGTON, July 2.—More has 
been. said, and less is known about 


Benjamin V. Cohen than any other figure of the New Deal. His 
more familiar partner, the bounding, omnipresent, perpetually tele- 
phonic Thomas Gardiner Corcoran, is the front man of the Corcoran- 
Cohen team, Cohen remains a dim presence, hidden away in a 
quiet office at the Interior Department, presumably hatching revo- 
lutions or worse, 

Actually, Cohen sadly fails to live up to his somewhat Satanic 
reputation. In outward appearance, he is an exceedingly untidy man 
in early middle age, with a somewhat long face, thick spectacles, 
and the expression of vague but vast kindliness which extreme 
short-sightedness often confers. In his case the expression is not 
deception. His manner inévitably suggests the absent-minded pro- 
fessor, and all his traits point to one obvious fact—that, if Corcoran 
were not on hand to supply contacts with the busy world, Cohen 
would withdraw into an almost wholly contemplative life. 

His habits may be inferred from his appearance. He lives in a 
quiet Washington apartment, rising early, working late at his office, 
seeing none but a few intimates, taking time off only for an occa- 
sional movie. What real,resting he does comes over the week ends 
when he goes to New York, to an apartment hideaway where he has 
his books and can spend a day and a half quietly reading and 


thinking. 

THINKER AND DOER Cohen is in fact an intellectual—a 
pure idea man. In the Corcoran- 

Cohen team, his part is chiefly to do the thinking, and in intellectual 

matters#@he tends to dominate Corcoran despite Corcoran’s own ex- 

cellent mind, just as Corcoran tends to dominate Cohen in all mate 

ters relating to practical action. 

It is not the intention here to pass on the goodness or badness 
of Cohen’s ideas. They may, as many say, be leading the country 
straight to ruin. They may, as the New Dealers seem to hope, be 
blueprints for Utopia. Or they may be common or garden political 
ideas, as impermanent .and essentially undisturbing and unexciting 
as all the hundreds of others of political ideas which have 
prevailed and been forgotten in Washington. 
is that Cohen, the thinker, and Corcoran, the doer, form a perfect 
team for the President’s purposes. Cohen’s office now serves as a 
sort of clearing house for all the economists of the New Deal, just 
as Corcoran’s does for many of the administrative officials. For 
example, Cohen, more than any other man, is responsible for the 
current place of the spending theory as a cardinal point of New 
Deal doctrine. 

He is also the New Deal’s finest legal draftsman. The securities 
and exchange acts, the Public Utilities Holding Company act, the 
original wage-hour bill and many other great measures have been 
partly his handiwork. Of the Cohen-drafted measures, a man who 
is the former president of a great utilities system and was top man 
in his class at Harvard Law School remarked admiringly, “From a 
technical, legal standpoint, the laws drafted by Ben Cohen have 
never been equaled in brilliant workmanship.” An even more im- 
pressive tribute was paid by an exasperated utilities lawyer, who 
said, “Cohen does the damnedest work. Every time you think you’ve 
got a loophole, you find it covered in the next sentence.”

Not until August 10 did he reach Savannah and present to Presi- 
dent Bulloch a copy of that great document. With it came a letter 
from John Hancock, president of: the Continental Congress. There 
was no steam, no telegraph when that document was signed. Not 
only were the frontiers of land open but there were the open fron- 
tiers of Science and invention. 

_ The histories and the old books tell us of the great joy that 
reigned in Georgia when the messenger informed them of what had 
happened more than a month before in the city of Philadelphia. 

The Provincial Council was at once assembled. To it was read 
the great document. One writer recalled that Bulloch’s hands trem- 
bled and his voice was excited. It was the voice of the thirteen 
colonies declaring themselves free and independent. 

There was great cheering and they hurried to the public square. 
The citizens of Savannah had been gathering there, word of the 
messenger and his document having got around the city. The 
people interrupted it with cheers. When it was done the grenadier 
and light infantry companies fired a salute. The old books report 
the procession that was formed. It was: 

The Grenadiers in front: 
The Provost Marshal on horseback, with his sword drawn: 
The Secretary, bearing the Declaratian; 
His Excellency, the President; 
The Honorable Council, and Gentlemen attending; 
The Light Infantry; 
The Militia of the town and district of Savannah; 
and lastly, the citizens, 

They marched to the Liberty Pole, where they were met by the 
Georgia Battalion. Here the Declaration was read for the third time. 
Colonel McIntosh ordered thirteen volleys fired from the field pieces 
and thirteen more from the small arms. 

Thence they trooped to the battery where the Declaration was 
read for the fourth time and greeted with a volley from the siege 
guns there. 


THE TOWN (AND SOME CITIZENS) ILLUMINATED That 


eve- 
ning the town was illuminated. So, one learns, were some of the 
citizens. There was a funeral procession which included more peo- 
ple than had ever been congregated before in Savannah. 

The Grenadier and Light Infantry companies attended. So did 
the Georgia Battalion and the militia. Their drums were muffled. 
They marched to the front of the courthouse, where His Majesty, 
George the Third, was interred in effigy. The following burial 
service was read: . 

‘ “For as much as George the Third, of Great Britain, hath most 
flagrantly violated his Coronation oath, and trampled upon the 
Constitution of our country and the sacred rights of mankind: we, 
therefore, commit his political existence to the ground—corruption 
to corruption—tyranny to the grave—and oppression to eternal in- 
famy; in sure and certain hope that he will never obtain a resur- 
rection to rule again over these United States of America. But, 
my friends, and fellow citizens, let us not be sorry, as men without 
hope, for TYRANTS that thus depart—rather let us remember 
America is free and Independent; that she is, and will be, with the 
blessings of the Almighty, GREAT among the nations of the earth. 
Let this encourage us in well doing, to fight for our rights and priv- 
ileges, for our wives and children, and for all that is near and dear 
unto us. May God give us His blessing, and let all the people say, 
AMEN.” 

The news came to other sections of Georgia. St. John’s Parish, 
home of Hall and Gwinnett, two of the signers, went wild with joy. 

Thus, on August 10, 1776, came to Georgia the news of July 4, 
1776. 


THE LONG. HARD MONTHS There followed for Georgia 
much of hardship, much of 


death and terror. There were in Georgia more Tories than in any 
other of the new states. There was murder and all the accesso- 
ries of misery which war brings on. 

Today there are those who say we must drift eventually into 
Fascism or Communism. There are those who point out that France 
is on the verge of Fascism and that really only England and Amer- 
ica remain to carry on the ideas of democracy. 

That is defeatist talk. It loses sight of the fact that there is 
another choice—the thoice of retaining what we. have. 

The job is to find some method of balancing liberty and human 
rights with economic opportunity. The load of social security can 
become too heavy if the balance is not obtained, so that the burden 
on those who work is too great. Work is the greatest objective. 

No nation in the world in so short a time has seen as many 
economic reforms. Progress is being made. It is being retarded by 
those who would upset this government merely to try and impose 
immediate reforms. The immediate imposition would, in many 
cases, produce a chaos which would require years to eliminate. The 
same number of years would find the. reform in place without 
chaos. We have been hurrying too much, seeking to pile reform 
on reform without consolidating one. 

Not another country began as did this one. It has a tradition 
which no other country has. Its tradition of revolution did not 
grow out of the same soil as did the French revolution. There is 
a tradition and a spirit essentially American. 

It is not impossible the problems will be solved in the American 
way; that it is not necessary to impose a foreign ideology or method 
of procedure; it is not impossible that the next ten years will see 
the totalitarian tyrannies of Russia, Germany, Italy and the smaller 
camp followers, break away and swing back toward human rights. 
It is not, on July 4, 1939, time for defeatist attitudes. 


And Men Love Light Rather Than 
Darkness If They Have 
Nothing to Hide

Nobody knows how many people on relief are there because. they 
cannot get jobs anywhere else. So far as anybody knows to the 
contrary, every employable person on relief might be able to fina 
private employment. Nobody knows, and nobody is trying to find out. 

In the only localities with which I am familiar, there is constant 
complaint by would-be employers because they cannot find “help.” 
Domestics on relief are getting more money than they ever got or 
could get in private employment, and naturally they refuse to quit 
an easy relief job to work harder for less money. 

If this is generally true, the whole relief system is based on false 
assumptions and maintained under false pretense. And the first 
concern of honest officials should be to discover the truth, call a 
spade a spade, and continue relief, if necessary, for true and honest 
reasons frankly expressed. 

In boom times there are several million of the unfit whose physi- 
cal or mental handicap makes them incapable of holding regular 
jobs. These formerly lived without regular income, supported after 
a fashion by relatives or local agencies. 

If these are to be supported by the national government, they 
should not be regarded as unemployed but frankly supported in 
charity because they cannot support themselves. 

If some millions of others are on relief because they prefer it 
to private jobs that pay less, it is misleading and therefore dishonest 
to keep them on relief rolls on the pretext that they cannot find 
private employment. 

Those who are not qualified to do any work except the kind that 
has little value can never earn high wages in private employment. 

If, then, the government intends to give these people a more 
abundant life by paying them more than they could earn in private 
employment, it should frankly reveal its purpose and quit pretending 
to be caring for the “jobless.”

It means great responsibility for every individual, but it also 
means that we have the satisfaction in knowing that whatever we 
obey, we obey because we have had a part in making the decision. 
Even if in individual cases we are at variance with the majority, 
we know we concurred originally in the decision that the will of the 


majority should rule.
